tion’s clocks. 

The Senate previously had ap- 
proved a bill giving the President 
discretion to move the clocks 
ahead as much as two hours. The 
differences between the two ver- 
sions were expected to require 
appointment of a conference com- 
mittee to shape the legislation into 
its final form. 

Under the House bill, the one- 
hour time advance would begin 
20 days after enactment and re- 
main in effect until six months 
after the war ended. 

Daylight saving legislation was 
requested by President Roosevelt 
as a means of conserving electri- 
city. 

House debate centered largely 
on the effect of daylight saving 
time on the farmers.

Yesterday the House voted to 
turn over $100,000,000 for civilian 
defense to the War Department in- 
stead of putting it in LaGuardia’s 
hands, 

Previously the Senate passed a 
bill setting no limit on the expendi- 
ture and giving the job of obtain- 
ing defense facilities to LaGuardia’s 
organization, , 

Under such a situation, undoubt- 
edly to be affected by the White 
House announcement, adjustment 
would have to be made in a joint 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee. 

Landis was once chairman of 
the Securities’and Exchange Com- 
mission and before that was a 
member of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. Since 1937 he has been 
dean of the Harvard law school, 

“Full-Time Job.” 

In Boston, Dean Landis assert- 
ed, he regarded his new assign- 
ment as “a full-time job,” and said 
he would report for duty in Wash- 
ington Monday. 

“TI am delighted,” he said, “with 
the opportunity the President has 
given me to work with my old 
and cherished friend Mayor La- 
Guardia. My job is as it is de 
scribed—to carry into execution 
the policies of the OCD and to 
see that they become effective.” 

LaGuardia will continue to hold 
membership on all Federal boards 
on which the OCD now is repre- 
sented and also will continue to 
attend cabinet meetings, Early 
said. 

Landis will have offices here, 
Early said, and his salary will be 
$10,000 a year. His appointment 
is for an indefinite period.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
Officials disclosed today that in- 
ductions into the Army were #eing 
stepped up to double or triple the 
peacetime rate, and indications 
were that the immediate goal was 
a land force of four million men. 

The Army is accelerating the in- 
duction of present registrants, 
which include about a million al- 
ready classified as 1A, without 
waiting to draw from the nine 
million men between 20 and 44 in- 
clusive who are expected to reg- 
ister Feb. 16.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
A stirring account of how Wake 


Island’s defenders let a Japanese 
flotilla approach to within “point- 
blank” range, then blasted it with 
gunfire, came from the Navy yes- 
terday in a communique which 
disclosed that the Americans had 
sunk seven Japanese war vessels 
instead of five previously reported.

“Citation by the President of 
the United States of the Wake 
detachment of the First Defense 
Battalion, U. S. Marine Corps, un- 
der command of Maj.

Devereux, United States Marines, 
and Marine Fighting Squadron 211 
of Marine Aircraft Group 21, under 
command of Maj. Paul A, Putnam, 
U. S. Marines. 

“*The courageous conduct of the 
officers and the men of these units, 
who defended Wake Island against 
an overwhelming superiority of 
enemy air, sea and land attacks 
from Dec. 8 to 22, 1941, has been 
noted with admiration by their 
fellow countrymen and the civil- 
ized world, and will not be for- 
gotten so long as gallantry and 
heroism are respected and hon- 
ored. These units are commended 
for their devotion to duty and 
splendid conduct at their battle 
stafions under most adverse condi- 
tions. With limited defensive 
means against attacks in great 
force, they manned their shore in- 
stallations and flew their aircraft 
so well that five enemy warships 
were either sunk or severely dam- 
aged, many hostile planes shot 
down, and an unknown number of 
land troops destroyed.’ 

(The President’s reference to 
five enemy warships was written 
before later information brought 
the total to seven.) 


Report Sent by Plane. 


“Wake: An increase of two Jap- 
anese warships—a destroyer and 
gunboat—over the originally re- 
ported cruiser, submarine and three 
destroyers that the Japs lost in 
the attack on Wake Island, was 
indicated in reports to Marine 
Corps headquarters, received from 
the Pacific area, 

“These reports were sent from 
Wake Island by a patrol plane. 
One, written on Dec. 20, is from 
Maj. Paul A. Putnam, commanding 
aviation on Wake. The other is a 
day-by-day account of Marine av- 
jation’s participation in the battle 
of Wake Island up to Dec. by 
Maj. Walter L. J. Bayler. 

“The day by day record of the 
battle, although not an official re- 
port, is Maj. Bayler’s account of 
what Marine aviation and Maj. 
Devereux’s men did. 

“Maj. Bayler’s report has but lit- 
tle reference to the Marines on the 
isle besides the aviation group, but 
one brief note—‘Japs closed in to 
4700 yards before five and three- 
inch guns opened at point-blank 
range’—indicates a cool courage on 
the part of Devereux’s men that 
ranks with the classic ‘whites of 
their eyes’ line of Bunker Hill, in 
the opinion of ranking officers 
at Marine Corps headquarters. 

“Added to the two Japanese de- 
stroyers which were lost in the 
final phase of the battle of Dec. 
22, the new information received 
brings Japanese losses in taking 
the Island of Wake up to a total 
of seven warships: one cruiser, 
four destroyers, one submarine and 
one gunboat. 


Penciled Notes. 


“Maj. Bayler was on temporary 
duty in Wake in connection with 
the establishment of a base of oper-

Declares Axis Is Producing Be- 
tween 6000 and 7000 Warplanes 
a Month Now. 


ROME, Jan. 9 (Andi Agency to

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son issued a statement today as- 
suring the nation the Government 
has no plang to commandeer pri- 
vate automobiles and explaining 
that fears of commandeering un- 
doubtedly arose from his answers 
to quéstions at a press conference 
Jan. 2, 

At that time 
commandeering of automobiles was 
“one of the gloomy possibilities” 
that a prolonged war might bring 
about. 

Henderson said today the Gov- 
ernment “presently is well supplied 
with automobiles” and added there 
was no occasion for citizens to of- 
fer their cars for public use. 

“I did not indicate that any such 
action (as commandeering) was 
likely or necessary now or in the 
foreseeable future,” Henderson 
said, “Indeed, at one point in the 
conference, according to the sten- 
ographic transcript, it was stated: ' 
‘TI think it is bad enough to have 
to freeze things without having to 
go.out and commandeer them.’” 

Protection for Dealers. 

Henderson gave assurance at a 
meeting of the Senate committee 
investigating small business prob- 
lems that the Government would 
take steps within existing govern- 
mental framework to protect auto- 
mobile dealers against direct finan- 
cial loss as a result of the Govern- 
ment’s freezing of mew car sales. 
But, he said, there was no existing 
machinery to deal with dealers 
forced out of business or employes 
put out of work in the future, and 
it might well be considered by 
Congress. 

“The committee can very safely 
rest assured that we will not ask 
dealers to incur losses as to profits 
they would ordinarily make on 
sales of new cars and storage cost 
resulting from the freezing order,” 
Henderson said. He added that 
full details of the plans had not 
been completed. 

The price administrator said he 
doubted whether it would be phys- 
ically possible to complete the pend- 
ing rationing plan by Jan. 15, but 
by that time the questions which 
the dealers had raised as to their 
financing problems would be set- 
tled. 

Perhaps before that date, he 
said, announcement would be made 
as to the terms on which the cers 
would be purchased and what spe- 
cial costs of handling and storage 
would be met. 

In response to several questions, 
Henderson said he was “on the 
spot” and would prefer not to 
discuss progress being made in 
production of synthetic rubber, ex- 
plaining that it was not his policy 
to criticise in fields which were 
not his responsibility.

Walsh Asserts in Board of Aldermen That 
McBride Waits Purposely on New 
List to Come in April. 


A charge that the city adminis- 
tration is playing partisan politics 
in not filling 72 vacancies in the 
Fire Department was made in the 


Board of Aldermen today by Alder- 
man Lawrence P. Walsh of the 
Twelfth Ward, a Democrat. 

Walsh asserted that Director of 
Public Safety Harry D. McBride 
was purposely delaying the hiring 
of additional firemen so that he 
would not have to choose the fire- 
men from a list of 552 eligible men 
compiled during the Democratic 
administration. A new list will be 
made up in April, after new exam- 
inations are given by the Effi- 
ciency Board. 

Authorized strength of the Fire 
Department is 922, but the depart- 
ment has only 850 men at present. 

“In normal times it wouldn’t 
make much difference,” Walsh 
said, “but we are now at war and 
delay is costly. And the delay is 
caused by partisan politics.” 

Walsh denounced McBride for 
having failed to reply to a resolu- 
tion adopted last week by the 
Board calling on McBride to fill 
the vacancies. 


McBride was defended by Alder- 
man Louise Comerford of the Third 
Ward, a Republican, who said that 
“if any city administration can be 
said to have handled appointments 
on a non-partisan basis, it is the 
Becker administration, which 
brought about passage of the merit 
bill.” 

Cémerford said the delay in fill- 
ing the vacancies was due to the 
fact that the Department of Public 
Safety is making a survey of the 
Fire Department with a view to 
reorganizing it and that it did not 
want to hire additional men until a 
reorganization plan had been com- 
pleted. ‘ 

As a parting shot, Comerford 
pointed out that about half of the 
vacancies existed when the Dem- 
ocratic administration went out of 
power last April.

SUGAR RATIONING 
70 HALT HOARDING 


Officials Say Present Sup- 
ply Is Ample, But Heavy 
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Buying May Cause Acute — 


Shortages Later. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
The Government may order sugar 
rationing for consumers, authorita- 
tive sources said today, in order to 
halt unwarranted hoarding. 

Agriculture Department sugar 
experts said heavy purchases for 
hoarding purposes began last year. 
Distribution increased from an an- 
nual average of about 100 pounds 
in the 1933-40 period to almost 130 
pounds a person in 1941, 

Nutrition authorities, on the 
other hand, said an average of 
about 65 pounds was ample for a 
good, palatable diet. Sugar ex- 
perts said consumers were pro- 
tected against price advances and 
that prospects were fairly bright 
for a 100-pound-a-year rate of dis- 
tribution. 

The United States has been de- 
pending on imports of 70 per cent 
of its sugar requirements. The 
Philippine supply has been lost 
and Hawaii is not expected to send 
normal exports. 

The experts said production in 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Islands, other Latin-American 
areas, and in the continental 
United States would be more than 
ample under hormal conditions to 
make up the Pacific deficit. How- 
ever, this country may be called 
on to share these supplies with 
Russia and Great Britain. 

Officials said the Government 
might appeal to consumers to limit 
purchases voluntarily to normal re- 
quirements. If such an appeal 
failed to work, ration cards would 
be issued.

“A certain amount of it is still 
going on sub-rosa,” he said. “But 
as far as the great American com- 
panies are concerned, it has 
stopped.” 

Arnold told a House Military 
Affairs sub-committee that produc- 
tion of nearly every essential war 
material was held down before the 
war by cartel agreements between 


domestic and foreign corporations. 

He emphasized, however, that he 
was making no charge of lack of 
patriotism or accusation of an 
attempt “to disarm America” on 
the part of this nation's industry, 
and said the agreements were mo- 
tivated by an attempt to boost and 
control prices through monopolies 
by creating shortages. 

He said that Germany utilized 
and violated the anti-productive 
cartel arrangements to get ready 
for war. 

“We had an industry dominated 
by cartels before the war,” Arnold 
declared, “Indictments must go on 
to make that sort of thing hazard- 
ous.” 

Reluctant, he said, to single out 
any particular company, Arnold 
cited the cartel arrangement by 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica to control production of that 
metal, vital to the manufacture of 
planes. 

Through that arrangement, he 
said, the American firm and the 
industry in Britain, Germany, Can- 
ada, France and Switzerland di- 
vided the world into markets and 
decided how much aluminum would 
be produced on a percentage basis. 

He stressed again that Alcoa 
was not alone in participating in 
cartels, and that he was not charg- 
ing it with unpatriotic motives. 

Asked if rubber cartels had af- 
fected this country’s supply, he 
said: 

“I would be very glad to go into 
that in executive session.” He 
will resume his testimony in execu- 
tive session Monday.

TOKYO, Jan. 9 (Official broad- 
cast recorded by AP).—The Japan 
Times and Advertiser, controlled 
by the Foreign Office, asserted to- 
day it was within the realm of 
probability “that the armed forces 
of this country will land on the 
American continent” in the Pacific 
war. 

Once such a landing were made, 


the newspaper said, “it will be a; 


simple matter for a well-trained 


and courageous army to sweep 
everything before it.” 

“Can the United States be in- 
vaded?” was the heading of the 
article. 

“The contention that the United 
States cannot be invaded,” the ar- 
ticle said, “is as much a myth as 
that the Maginot line could not be 
taken or that Singapore and Pearl 
Harbor are impregnable.” 

Japanese naval craft already 
have carried the war near the 
Golden Gate and air attack alarms 
have sounded in many Pacific 
Coast cities, “bringing panic among 
the frightened citizenry,” it said. 

The British invaded the United 
States in the War of 1812 because 
“the American Navy was not 
strong enough,” the article contin- 
ued, adding: “It will be invaded 
again.” The newspaper’s premise 
was an assertion that the United 
States Pacific fleet had been bad: 
ly crippled at Pearl Harbor. 

The early fall of both the Philip- 
pines and Singapore was forecast. 
After that, the newspaper went on, 
“it will be for us to say when, 
where and how we will strike.” 

“Today,. without doubt,” the 
Times and Advertiser said, “Japan 
has the most powerful navy in the 
world and the largest fleet of mer- 
chant vessels and her land forces, 
allied with those of Germany and 
Italy, can crush any combination 
of armies.”

The commun:que reported fur- 
ther heavy punishment dealt the 
Japanese columns retreating from 
their shattered attempt to take 
Changsha, capital of Hunan, and 
successes On several other fronts in 
Central and Southern China. 

An encircling’ movement against 
Ichang, vital Yangtze River port 
above Hankow, which marks the 
high tide of. Japan’s drive into 
China, was reported. In a battle 
northeast of Ichang 200 casualties 
were inflicted on the Japanese, the 
Chinese said. 

The Chinese Central Daily News 
said today more than 500 American 
and British nationals had been 
taken into custody by-the Japanese 
in Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang 
at the Yangtze bend in Hupeh 
Province. 

It said the Japanese had taken 
over the National City Bank of 
New York’s branch in Hankow, 
along with other British and Amer- 
ican concerns.

Vessels Taking Supplies to 
Gulf of Sirte From Tripo- 
li — British Warships 
Pound Halfaya. . 


CAIRO, Jan. 9 (AP).—With its 
land supply routes under almost 
incessant assault from the air, the 
Axis has attempted by sea to pro- 
vision the retreating Libyan corps 
of Gen. Erwin Rommel, the British 
announced today, but the coastwise 
ships drew a storm of direct hits 
from the Royal Air Force. 

“Our air forces operating in sup- 
port of our mobile columns over a 
wide area, had a particularly suc- 
cessful day, destroying a number 
of enemy aircraft in aerial com- 
bat,” said a generad headquarters 
communique. 

“Enemy lines of communication 
west of El Agheila also were re- 
peatedly attacked. A number of 
direct hits were obtained on trans- 
port vehicles and ajso on coastal 
shipping which was being used to 
bring stores forward from Tripoli 
| to beaches-at various points on the 
Gulf of Sirte” 

The R A. F. itself reported at- 
tacks “with good effect” on motor 
transport and shipping near Buerat 
El Hsun, about 220 miles west of 
El Agheila, saying that one ship 
was set aflame. 

New Axis Stand Indicated. 

The supply effort of the Axis in- 
dicated that Rommel, falling back 
toward El Agheila, at the inner- 
most curve of the Gulf of Sirte, 
might -try to make a stand there if 
supplies could be assured. 

His main force was moving from 
the Agedabia area toward El 
Agheila, 70 miles to the southwest, 
ahead of a stubbornly resisting 
rear guard which used extensive 
mine fields to supplement the haz- 
ard of mud in hampering the pur- 
suit of the British imperials. 

Australian pilots flying United 
States-built (Curtiss) Kittyhawk 
fighters shot down seven out of a 
formation of more than 50 Axis 
planes yesterday over the Agedabia 
area, though outnumbered more 
than five to one, the R. A. F. 
reported. It acknowledged loss of 
only one plane in the fight. 

Meanwhile, more than 300 miles 
to the east, units of the British 
navy joined with land artillery and 
air forces in an effort to destroy 
Axis holdout forces in the Halfaya 
(Hellfire) Pass area, along the 
Libyan-Egyptian border. 

Without specifying the type of 
naval units, the communique Said: 

“In the Halfaya area, units of 
the Royal Navy in close co-opera- 
tion with our artillery and air 
forces carried out a continuous 
heavy bombardment of enemy de- 
fenses throughout the day (yester- 
day).” 

An earlier British communique, 
reporting on activities in the Age- 
dabia area, said: 

“Enemy resistance north and 
south of the main Agedabia- 
Agheila road was more stubborn 
than that confronted by our col- 
umns from the south (in an at- 
tempt at flanking), although bad 
going in the latter area seriously 
interfered with the speed of our 
advance,” the communique said. 

“As on the previous day, our 
advance southwest of Agedabia 
was delayed by further mine fields 
which evidently had been well 
sited and carefully laid.” 

Malta’s planes are still raiding 
Tripoli, Axis debarkation port, the 
R. A. F. Middle East command an- 
nounced yesterday. 

At the same time, naval aircraft 
joined in the blockade of Tripoli- 
tania by bombing Axis merchant 
ships attempting to cross the Cen- 
tral Mediterranean. 

20,000 Prisoners. 

More than 20,000 Axis prisoners 
taken in the seven-weeks-old Lib- 
yan offensive now are in camps 
in the Nile Valley, while many 
more, not yet counted, are stil) in 
the desert, official British sources 
said. 

In the Nile camps are 5500 Ger- 
mans, including 200 officers, and 
14,700 Italians, 700 of them officers. 


WHOLESALE PRICES INCREASED 
17,6 PER CENT IN LAST YEAR 


Still 1.7 Pct. Lower Than in Jan- 
uary, 1928; Gain Over 
Previous Week. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
Wholesale prices. continued their 
upward trend during the week 
ended Jan. 3, reaching a point 17.6 
per cent above those of a year ago. 
The price level, however, still was 
below that of 192%. 

The index of the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics for the week was 
94.3 per cent of the 1926 average 
‘or 1.7 per cent less than in Jan- 
uary, 1929. It was, however, 11.3 
per cent above the level in the cor- 
responding week of January, 1937. 

The index rose 2.3 per cent in the 
last month and was 0.5 per cent 
above that of the previous wek. 

The bureau reported that the up- 
ward movement was general, with 
chemicals and allied products up 
8.7 per cent, farm products 1.5 per 
cent, foods 0.8 per cent, building 
materials and house furnishings 0.2 
per cent and hides and leather 
products, textile products and mis- 
cellaneous commodities 0.1 per rent. 

The 1.5 per cent advance in farm 
products placed this group's index 
at 96.9 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age, the highest point in nearly 
12 years.

PAROLED BY DONNELL 


Edgar Silvey, Last of Three 
» Convicted of Crime, to Be 
» Released From Prison, .

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9. — 
Edgar Silvey, St. Louis convict, 
who has served 16 years and two 
weeks of a life senténce in the 
Missouri State Penitentiary for 
the murder of Police Sergt. Robert 
W. Woody of St. Louis in Novem- 
ber, 1924, was paroled today by 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, on recom- 
mendation of the State Board of 
Probation and Parole. 

The Governor issued paroles to 
15 other convicts, including Joseph 
Udry and William McCoy, Negro, 
of St. Louis, and Robert Stofiel of 
St. Louis County. 

Silvey, Clay Cratty and Albert 
Gregori, all of St. Louis, were con- 
victed of the murder of Sergt. 
Woody, who was shot and killed 
in an exchange of shots after he 
surprised the men in an attempted 
robbery. Cratty, who was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, was 
paroled by Gov. Donnell last Nov. 
3. Gregori, who received a 10-year 
sentence, was discharged from the 
prison in March, 1933. 

Silvey, 37 years old, served a 
previous term in the boys’ reform- 
atory at Boonville. 

Udry, 61, was paroled after serv- 
ing seven years and two months 
of a 25-year sentence for the mur- 
der of his former wife, Mrs. The- 
resa Udry, 53, in St. Louis, on 
April 1, 1934. He failed in a sui- 
cide attempt after shooting his 
wife, : 

McCoy, a Negro, has served nine 
years and six months of a 75-year 
sentence for the ax murder of 
Georgia Wallace, Negro, in St. 
Louis, in 1932. McCoy assaulted 
two other Negroes with an ax at 
the time Georgia Wallace was 
killed. 

Stofiel was under an eight-year 
sentence from Jan, 28, 1938, in- 
cluding three years for robbery in 
St. Louis County and five years 
for burglary in Jefferson County.

That’s the idea contrib- 
uted to the game by Chuck Deh- 
nert, the old New York Celtics star. 


“Double Post” Attack. 

In 1926, at Rider College, I 
worked out a plan calling for a 
“double post” attack, using a man 
at either side of the foul circle. 
I found that it opened up the een- 
ter of the floor so that a man 
could break straight through the 
middle. That way we had three 
scoring avenues instead of just the 
two at the side of the floor: The 
idea caught on and fs used in many 
sections of the country now. 


Remember that the true “set 
offense” system calls for a specific 
plan. The key man jn the attack 
usually signals the play, either by 
dribbling or passing when he gets 
the ball, by the direction in which 
he dribbles or passes, or by some 
other prearranged signal. 

Some teams, notably Manhattan 
and Penn. State, have gone so far 
as to call signals in football style. 

Similar in appearance to the 
untrained eye, but different in 
design, is the so-called Eastern— 
or tyle of attack.

Make a Hit

IGOROUS, delightful and more 
V tran worth the applause it got 

at its first showing at the Fox 
Theater, the new screen biography 
of Gen. George A. Custer, entitled 
“They Died With Their Boots On,” 
gives luster to the new year in 
motion pictures. This historical 
film, in which Errol Flynn plays 
the leading role, traces Custer’s ca- 
reer from his days at West Point 


to his death in an Indian mas- 
sacre. 


The characteristic braggadocio 
of the cavalry officer, his taste for 
insubordination and his true va- 


lor are all brought into sharp re- 
lief by the skMful writing of Wal- 
ly Kline and Aeneas MacKenzie 
and by the experienced directorial 
manner of Raoul Wdlsh. No ‘Ht- 
tor better qualified than Flynn 
could have been obtained to play 
Custer, since he adds those quali- 
ties of personality that round out 
the character. 


“They Died With Their Boots 
On” is of epic grade, expensively

Union’s reserves of foodstuffs will 
probably be sufficient to feed the 
country until the next harvest, 
though strict rationing in some 
categories will be necessary. 

In its efforts to exploit and mo- 
bilize every possible source of 
labor for this year’s agricultural 
program, the Soviet Government 
has instituted compulsory agricul- 
tural courses in. the schools so 
that trained youths may be sent 
into the fields next summer. Boys 
from 16 to 18 years of age are 
learning to operate tractors and 
combines while younger lads are 
studying simpler duties, like the 
cultivation of vegetable gardens. 

Already the population of the 
cities has been called on to some 
extent to help cope with the food 
problem and increasing demands 
will be made on them: One city, 


for instance, has sent several hun- 


dred mechanics and machinists 
into the country to assist in over- 
hauling farm machinery and man- 
ufacturing tools and parts. 


Distribution Problem. 


Distribution from the productive 
to the nonproductive regions is 
also a problem. Fortunately, re- 
capture of Rostov-on-Don assures 
Russia continued access to the 
great grain production of the 
northern Caucasus, which has as- 
sumed importance since the inva- 
sion of the Ukraine. 

The food position of the next 
coming harvest, itself dependent 
for success on events of the pres- 


ent winter, depends on the agri- 
cultural program and the vagaries 
of weather. A big increase of out- 
put in the agricultural areas still 
remaining under Russian control 
will be needed to satisfy wartime 
demands for the second year of the 
Russian-German conflict. Statis- 
tics on a nation-wide scale are uyn- 
obtainable, but the sowing pro- 
grams announced for a number: of 
scattered regions are characteris- 
tic of the whole. 

In Kazakstan, it is proposed to 
plant 1,000,000 acres more land this 
year than last, of which about half 
will be sown to grain and the re- 
mainder to technical crops and 
sugar beets. The sugar beet area 
will be tripled in that region. 


Siberian Expansion. 


In the Altai section of Siberia it 
is planned to expand the area under 
cultivation from 50,000 acres, which 
is last year’s figure, to 77,000 acres 
this year. 

In the Urals, 160,000 acres of 
waste land will be cultivated, most 
of it virgin soil, .Hundreds - of 
thousands of evacuees from Ger- 
man-occupied territories of Russia 
have been distributed, under Gov- 
ernment direction, among the col- 
lective farms and will be available 
for work in the fields. 

From Khabarovsk, in the Soviet 
Far East, comes word that evacu- 
ated peasants with experience in 
growing sugar beets, tobacco and 
rubber yielding plants, will pioneer 
in the development of those crops 
in that area. 

The Soviet Government has made 
no bones about its dissatisfaction 
with those collectives which have 
been laggard in the delivery of 
their grain quotas from last year’s

Former Prussian Interior Minister

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP).—With

Hull, he said the aims of the Free 
Germans were to organize German 
refugees to enable them to do their 
part in destroying Nazism; to draft 
plans in collaboration with repre- 


sentatives of other nations to re- 
construct a free democratic Ger- 


many, and to extend the institu- 
tions of American freedom.

Night Flight to Test Panama Canal

A PANAMA CANAL AIRFIELD, Jan. 9. 


S a participant in a simulated plane attack on the Panama 


Canal, your correspondent has just seen for himself how efficient- 
ly the Canal approaches are guarded. 

Throughout all one night I flew on a secret mission to test the 
alertness of the watchposts on mountaintops, in jungle clearings, and 
on lonely little islands. If we had been a real enemy, we would have 
been smashed out of the sky a dozen times before we got nearer 
than several hundred miles of the locks and dams. Luckily for us 
the anti-aircraft batteries had been informed of the flight. © 


But the air raid outposts heard 
and saw us only as an enemy—and 
acted accordingly. Mile after mile 
they flashed reports of our pas- 
sage, enabling the Panama ‘inter- 
ceptor command to co-ordinate our 
every move. 


Course Always Traced. 


We tried to approach from the 
Pacific coastline—and the message 
center officers moved a toy plane 
on a huge map to show exactly 
how we were heading. We crossed 
the Isthmus at 10,000 feet above a 
dank jungle and our course was 
duplicated on that interceptor 
command map hundreds of miles 
away. We flew over the Caribbean, 
circled the town of Almirante and 
skirted the great vélcano Chiriqui 
near Costa Rica. 

And always listening posts plot- 
ted our course, and gunners kept 


there was any mistake in their or- 
ders. We could not see the gun 
emplacements that knew our iden- 
tity, or the watch posts that ac- 
cepted us as an enemy, but they 
could see us or hear us through 
listening devices.

Our surprise attack demonstrat- 
ed also how a single light far below 
shines as brightly as a guiding 
beacon. A tiny lamp glowing feeb- 
ly in some peon’s isolated shack 
reached up to us as clearly as if it 
had been a searchlight, making it 
possible for us to distinguish land 
from sea. Anybody who could have 
ridden with me on _ that flight 
would never again quibble that 
“one little light doesn’t make any 
difference.” 


Several times we picked out little 
jungle towns that would have been 
exceedingly difficult to identify ex- 
cept for lights revealing their geo- 
graphical pattern. 

Regularly a light beam shot up 
to us two miles away as gun bat- 


teries acknowledged our presence. | 


Just one small flash of light, but 
enough to catch our eye like the 
flare of a rocket.

And surely men cannot be 
expected to work 60 to 70 hours a week 
for the same amount as for 40 hours. _ 

Also the fact that many of these men 
have either been unemployed or work- 
ing for years at miserable wages means 
that they are using their money to pay 
up old bills, have their children’s teeth 
fixed and attend to any of the innumer- 
able obligations and burdens which pile 
up during lean years. 

It should not be necessary to have a 
defense program or a war to get capital 
to give labor enough to pay cash for its 
coal, have Johnny’s adenods removed 
and enjoy Christmas without paying for 
it *til June, but, unfortunately, it is so. 

Those of us who have seen the effects 
of the gruelling test of nerves that a 
60- to 80-hour week imposes on a man, 
especially in engineering or other highly 
technical professions, realize that there 
is not a little patriotism in the defense 
worker’s heart.

A COMPROMISE ON LA GUARDIA. 

The question—Should Fiorello LaGuardia continue 
to be both Mayor of New York and Director of the 
Office of Civilian Defense?—had reached the pro- 
portions of a major controversy before President 
Roosevelt settled it today, or at least calmed it down, 
by ordering partial reorganization of the agency, with 
Dean James M. Landis of Harvard Law School nom- 
inally in charge. ' 

Stephen Early, presidential secretary, announces 
that Landis will have the title of “Executive,” and 
that policy will be decided by consultation between 
him and LaGuardia, who will still be “Director.” This 
bears all the earmarks of the sort of compromise Mr. 
Roosevelt is frequently driven to make by his sense 
of loyalty to appointees and old friends. 

The criticisms of LaGuardia’s attempt to hold two 
of the country’s biggest jobs at the same time had 
reached Congress and the White House. The House 
showed where it stood yesterday by voting in effect 
to strip LaGuardia of his authority as Civilian De- 
fense Director, and to turn over to the War Depart- 
ment full control of the program. It was evidently 
in an effort to head off such action, also to keep 
civilian defense in civilian hands without dismissing 
LaGuardia or asking for his resignation, that the 
President decided on the new setup. 

Certainly it was high time for some sort of change. 
Some of LaGuardia’s best friends and most devoted 
admirers were beginning to criticise him strongly 
for attempting to fill two jobs. It is sometimes said 
that the Mayor of New York is second only to the 
President in the burden of governmental responsi- 
bility on his shoulders. The job of directing Amer- 
ica’s civilian defense in time of war assuredly is, 
or should be, a full-time assignment. In addition, 
LaGuardia is head of the Canadian-American Defense 
Board and president of the National Conference of 
Mayors, posts which require some time, too. The 
grounds for criticism were obvious. 

LaGuardia is a man of remarkable energy, and 
of great executive talent. He was doubtless sincere 
in thinking he could fill both his big jobs capably, and 
hence ignored the suggestions that he resign one or 
the other. Yet, by clinging to both posts, he has 
clearly embarrassed the President, and has forced 
him to order a compromise that may or may not 
prove satisfactory. 

Landis has proved himself a capable public ser- 
vant, as member of the Federal Trade Commission, 
member and chairman of the SEC and member of 
various special Federal commissions. (The new post, 
incidentally, has an ironic appropriateness, since he 
was born of missionary parents in Tokyo.) However, 
the new plan of two-headed control, the phase most 
strongly. criticised in’ the OPM, may be too great a 
handicap for even so efficient a man as Landis. It 
is still true, too, that New York City should have 
the full-time services of its Mayor. 

It is uffortunate that, in a time of emergency, 
LaGuardia’s disinclination to resign has brought 
about a return to the questionable trial-and-error 
technique of the administration. 
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THE PRESIDENT ON PRICE CONTROLS. 

President Roosevelt has taken a hand in the effort 
to get the price-control bill through Congress. He 
has sent a letter to Senator Barkley, the majority 
leader, calling attention to the attempt further to 
weaken an already watered-down bill by inserting 
proyisions for the law’s administration by a five- 
man committee and for giving the Secretary of 
Agriculture veto power over farm price ceilings.

Some time later, Billy Mitchell, as he was affection- 
ately called, resigned from the service he had joined 
as a private in the Spanish-American War. This 
was in January, 1926. Mitchell died in 1936 with the 
blot still against his name on the Army records.

ST. LOUIS’ UNDERSTAFFED FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
Although there is nothing new about the fact 
that the St. Louis Fire Department is understaffed, 
this condition requires fresh attention for two im- 
portant reasons. The condition is worse now than it 
ever has been in the life of St. Louis as a metropoli- 
tan city. Moreover, in a period of wartime emer- 
gency, presents grave dangefs which did not threat- 
en in time of peace. 

Here are the significant facts: 

1. St. Louis has 850 uniformed firemen. 

2. The current budget ordinance, adopted by 
the Becker administration, appropriated funds 
to maintain a uniformed force of 922 firemen 
and officers. 

3. The ordinance governing the operation of 
the Fire Department authorizes a staff of 971 
firemen and officers. 

4. The Board of Aldermen adopted a reso- 
lution, Dec. 19, 1941, proposing that the Fire 
Department staff be increased to the strength 
of 971 authorized by ordinance. ! 

5. Mayor Becker, Directer of Pubife Safety 
McBride and Fire Chief Morgan are not plan- 
ning to increase the fire-fighting force now. 

6. Several possible explanations exist for this 
failure to increase the force, but one takes 
precedence over all others when politicians dis- 
cuss the situation. This is the fact that the 
Efficiency Board list of 552 men eligible for 
appointment was drawn up under the Dick- 
mann administration and will not expire until 
next April, when a new list will be prepared 
on the basis of new applications, tests and 
examinations. 

The people of St. Louis have no interest in any 
possible political explanations for the failure to 
increase the Fire Department to a safe strength. 
The first consideration is public safety, and that is 
the only consideration entitled to a hearing at the 
City Hall. The city has no right to jeopardize its many 
defense projects, to say nothing of the lives of its cit- 
izens, through an inadequate Fire Department. 

The Mayor’s plan to obtain a Federal grant for 
additional fire fighting equipment to guard defense 
plants is altogether commendable. But increase in 
the staff to a safe size does not need to wait upon 
the arrival of new pumping machines. That can 
start today. Mayor Becker can give the word to 
Fire Chief Morgan and the highest ranking ap- 
plicants can be called on to fiil the vacancies. 
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WASTE AND HELP HITLER.

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TOO MANY ERRORS IN CASUALTY ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

Several families in the St. Louis area have been 
officially notified that their sons or other kin had 
been killed in the war zone, then have received 
messages, from Washington or from the men them- 
selves, saying they were safe. There have been 
dozens of such instances over the country. Anyone 
can imagine the emotional strain of such an experi- 
ence on those at home. As these episodes mount up, 
every notification of a death will mean that grief is 
compounded by uncertainty. 

News of the most harrowing occurrence of this 
kind comes from Emmitsburg, Md., in which a sol- 
dier stationed in Hawaii was first reported dead, 
then reported safe in two letters from him and an 
official telegram, followed by a War Department 
notice that his body was being sent home and a 
batch of papers from the Veterans’ Bureau relating 
to insurance for the man’s death. What nervous 
tension this soldier’s family must be undergoing! 

A few errors of this sort are probably unavoidable, 
but too many such episodes are being recorded for 
the people’s peace of mind. Are the War and Navy 
departments getting so tangled in red tape that they 
can’t keep their records straight?. Or are the mis- 
takes made by officers on the scene of action? What- 
ever the reason, there are’ far too many of them. 
Unless greater accuracy is brought into the system 
of notifying relatives, public morale is sure to 
suffer. Army and navy paper work, and the record 
system in Washington, seem due for overhauling, 
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TIME TO END THE PENSION RACKET. 
Four members of the Legislature called on Gov. 
Donnell the other day, and asked him to restore the 
30 pér cent average cut in old-age pensions, This 
was ordered last July because of an inadequate ap- 
propriation. 
That just goes to show that you can’t beat a 
legislator for a believer in miracles! The last ses- 
sion refused to vote enough money for relief, and 
now some of its members expect the Governor to 
wave his wand, and—presto!—there it is! 
There are poor people in Missouri, bitterly poor 
people, who certainly need more money than the 
pittance which they are now receiving. Such people 
are to be found not only among the aged, but also 
in the families dependent on direct relief. Humanity 
and social efficiency alike cry out in their behalf. 
But there also are old people in Missouri, too 
many of them, who are getting “pin money” from the 
State which they do not need, either because of their 
own resources or those of their families; On the 
basis of the last census. returns, the Governmental 
Research Institute reports that 36 per cent of all 
those 65 years old and over are now on the pension 
rolls! Broken down county by county, this average 
runs as high as 68 per cent in Ripley and as low as 
13 per cent in St. Louis County. 

These figures explain why it is that the Legisla- 
ture, although it appropriated as much for old-age 
pensions alone in the. last session as it did for all 
forms of relief two years earlier, did not provide 
money enough to pay the bill. 
It is becoming a habit, in this way, to force an 
extra session to meet the relief problem, Yet it has 
never really been met as it should be—by striking off” 
the rolls the names of all those not actually in need. 
If this were done, it would insure decent checks for

LONDON (By Wireless). 
HERE is one feature of the war that 
T nodcay seems to have noticed. It is 
that every time either side does some 
loud boasting, that side always fails to 
accomplish its aim and make good its boast. 
It is just as if ironical gods were listening 
and always deliberately contriving to make 
the boasters look like fools. 
Look back and see how deeply the gods 
have done the trick. The first eight or nine 
months of the war were filled by boasts on 
our side regarding the strength of the 
Maginot line and the quality of the French 
Army. And we know what happened to 
them. 
At the time, we in Britain did some com- 
placent patter regarding the effects of our 
blockade, effects that have hardly been evi- 
denced yet, whereas then, apparently, they 
were. going to finish Germany in about 12 
months. The blockade is important, of 
course, but we forgot in how many ways it 
might be broken. 
> . . 
On the other side, in this opening phase, 
there was some tall talk about what U-boats 
and pocket battleships would do. The U- 
boats have been a nuisance, but they never 
succeeded in becoming a supreme menace. 
The pocket battleship would seem to have 
been a dead failure. | 
On the other hand, there was no boasting 
by the Germans about what they could do 
with dive bombers, armored divisions and 
parachute troops, and with them they have 
done the maximum damage. | 
When the Norwegian campaign opened, 
we did a bit of boasting, and lived to regret 
it. We did a little more not too blatant 
but rather too complacent talk when the 
Greek and Crete invasion began, and once 
more soon regretted it. 
And in these instances, the Germans, to 
give them their due, promised little and 
performed much. It was the same with 
France. I don’t remember Hitler’s saying 
a word about how he would knock out 
ee He just went and knocked France 
ou 
But now the Axis boasting began in 
great style and the gods listened and 
laughed. That supreme boaster, Mussolini, 
who had roared for years about his 8,000,000 


took a hand in the game, only to discover 
very soon that his bluff had been called. 
Wherever his bayonets, planes and warships 
were to be found, we went and took them 


to pieces. 


Hitler, however, who had been so quiet 
before, was infected. Britain was to be 
knocked out in three weeks. Various dates 
were announced for the dictation of peace: 
terms to London. Thén, when it apparently 
could not be captured, it was to be bombed 
to bits. And so he has gone on, one boast 
after another failing miserably. 

Again, the Russian campaign, unlike that 
against the Low Countries and France, 
opened with too much Nazi boasting. There 
was not a hint that a long, hard struggle 
was before them, but only tremendous talk 
of smashing al] the Red armies, occupyin 
Leningrad and Moscow and reaching the o 
fields long before winter arrived.

|DEGREES INSTEAD OF 


2 YEAR UNIVERSITY 


Washington and St. Louis U. 
to Give Three Full Terms 
Each Year. 


Washington and St. Louis uni- 
versities announced today details 
of plans enabling their students 
to obtain regular college degrees 
in three years and shortening the 
time, but not the curriculums, of 
their professional schools. 
Chief point in both programs is 
the lengthening of summer school 
courses, enabling students to get 
an additional semester's credits 
by attending summer school. In 
effect, this means that both uni- 
versities will have three instead 
of two semesters each year. 
University heads said that this 
speeding up of college work will 
enable almost all male students. 
to complete their college educa- 
tion before becoming eligible for 
military service. 

At a student conclave at Wash- 
ington University, Chancellor 
George R. Throop announced that 
the summer session will be dou- 
bled in length, from six to 12 
weeks. Boys and girls graduating 
from high school in June can en- 
roll in the summer school and 
complete a semester's work by the 
time they would’ ordinarily enroll 
in September. 

In addition, the second semester 
of the present: college year has 
been enlarged so that students 
graduating from high school this 
month can enroll in February and 
have a full choice of all freshman 
courses. By going jo summer 
school they can then be full- 
fledged sophomore in September. 

The medical school has already 
adopted a three-year plan. It will 
enroll new students on. July 13, 
instead of next September. Sim- 
ilar speed-up programs will be 
put in force in the schools of law 
and business administration, 

The Rev. Harry B. Crimmins, 
president of St. Louis Uuiversity, 
said as many university units as 
possible will follow a central plan 
while other divisions will carry out 
accelerated programs adapted to 
their individual needs. 

“This program is in accordance 
with the recommendations of the 
Association of American Colleges 
at its meeting in Baltimore last 
week,” Father Crimmins said, “and 
is closely similar to plans adopted 
by several of the large Eastern 
universities. 

Under the central plan students 
will register two weeks earlier next 
September and will take their se- 
mester examinations shortly after 
the Christmas vacation. The sec- 
ond semester will begin early ip 
January. Commencement will be 
the second week in May instead of 
the first part of June. Courses 
will be continued through the sum- 
mer, 

University units following this 
plan include the College of Arts 
and Sciences, the day division of 
the School of Commerce and Fi- 
nance, the School of Nursing, the 
Graduate School and the Univer- 
sity College. The Law School] in- 
troduced an accelerated schedule 
last summer and the School of 
Medicine will operate under a tri- 
mester instead of semester plan 
which will result in graduating six 
classes in four years instead of 
four classes.

TESTIMONY ENDED 
ON CARRIERS PLEA 
FOR HIGHER RATES 


Final Arguments in Case 
to Begin Here Monday 
Before Majority of I. C. 
C. Members. 


Taking of testimony by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the 
hearing on the application by the 
nation’s railroads for a general 10 
per cent increase in freight and 
passenger rates was completed to- 
day at Hotel Statler with the 
presentation of brief rebuttal evi- 
dence in behalf of the railroads. 

More than 250 witnesses ap- 
peared before three members of 
the commission during the four- 
day hearing, which was expedited 
by introduction of written state- 
ments of their testimony. The 
commissioners said that, with 
quick action necessary use of 
the emergency, it was the \speedi- 


est hearing of a major in the 
history of the commission 
Final arguments in the will 


begin Monday at the hotel before 
a majority of the 11 members of 
the commission. The arguments 
are expected to continue through 
Tuesday. 

Following the presentation of re- 
buttal testimony today, Acting 


the commission heard the applica- 
tion of the Railway Express Agen- 
cy, Inc., for an emergency charge 
of 10 cents on each shipment. The 
firm filed a tariff for the special 
charge, which will become effec- 
tive Jan. 20 unless the tariff is 
suspended by the commission for 
investigation. 

Opposition to the rate increases 
proposed by railroads and water 
carriers was presented yesterday 
by iron ore, lumber and independ- 
ent petroleum interests. M. D. 
Harbaugh, vice-president of the 
Lake Superior Iron Ore Associa- 
tion, declared the organization is 
opposed to any increase on ore 
shipped from mines in the Lake 
Superior district to upper lake 
ports because this traffic already 
is highly profitable to the carriers. 

The Southern pine interests 
asked that their lumber be given 
the same treatment as agricultural 
products, and if an increase is 
granted that it be made temporary 
for the emergency period. Western 
lumber firms contended a per- 
centage increase would add more 
transportation costs to their prod- 
ucts than to Southern pine be- 
cause of the longer distances their 
product must be shipped. It was 
pointed out that shipment of lum- 
ber by water to Atlantic ports had 
been sharply curtailed by with- 
drawal of ships for war service. 

A request that the commission 
give consideration to interests of 
consumers in passing on the appli- 
cations was made by Mrs. Herman 


Maas, a member of the executive 
board of the St. Louis Consumers’ 
Federation. She asserted increased 
transportation costs are passed on 
to the consumer in the form of 
higher commodity prices, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that increased 
freight and passenger traffic would 
compensate the railroads for rising 
operating expenses. 

Many of the representatives of 
manufacturers, producers and ship- 
pers testified they did not oppose 
any increase in rates the commis- 
sion found necessary, but thought 
10 per cent was too high or that 
the increase should be on a “cents 
per hundredweight” rather than a 
percentage basis, to maintain 
present rate differentials and re- 
lationships. 

In general, short haul shippers 
supported the percentage basis 
while the long haul shippers fa- 


vored the other method of com- 
puting the increase,

Teaching Dull Children 


By Angelo Patri 


NE of the greatest teachers 
() in this country is the Head 

of the Vineland Training 
School, a school that is home for a 
host of children who are mentally 
unfitted for life in the ordinary 
give-and-take world the rest of 
us thrive in. 

This school, through its leader, 
Edward Johnston, has faith in the 
service education can render the 
dullest, the most helpless of chil- 
dren. He believes that develop- 
ing the tiniest gleam of power is 
doing a real service to humanity; 
so with unending patience and 
unshaken faith, he and his teach- 
ers spend hours that stretch over 
the years in teaching helpless chil- 
dren to stand, to step, to walk, 
to get about. 

If the helpless child can stand 
up even by holding on to his bed, 
he is one step removed from help- 
lessness and is that one step up 
on the road to happiness. 

We teachers ought to make one 
idea clear in our minds; Schools 
exist for the training and develop- 
ment of the children who attend 
them. We teachers are sworn to 
serve them. We are not to elect 
the children we would enjdy teach- 


ing, but we are to enjoy teaching 
the children who come to us in 
whatever state they happen to be. 

There are complaints about the 
reading ability of the children who 
enter high schools and those com- 
plaints are justified. Many chil- 
dren leaving elementary schools do 
not read as they should read to do 
successful work in secondary 
schools and colleges. 

Reading should be taught with 
the greatest care, the most de- 
tailed attention, at the time when 
the child’s mind is in readiness 
for the instruction, which is about 
their sixth year. To make this 
reading certain the teacher should 
hear the child read aloud, daily. 
Silent reading for children begin- 
ning to read is a serious threat to 
accuracy, speed, and understand- 
ing in reading. 

The dull children are entitled to 
careful, individual teaching. The 
work done with sub-normal chil- 
dren in Vineland, and no doubt in 
other schools for backward chil- 
dren, proves that much, much 
more, can be done for them when 
the instruction is suited to their 
needs and the teacher consecrated 
to duty.

—Great Advances in Medicine May Be Expected 


HE major energies of science 
T auring 1942 will be devoted to 
war, with a planning glance 
toward how the world may be re- 


ordered in the days to follow the 


victory for America and other anti- 
totalitarian forces. 

For more than a year and a 
half, thousands of scientists have 
been hard at work on important 
secret military researches. More 
will give their major energies to 
this service during the months to 
come. 

What new military weapons of 
offense and defense will be put 
into action during 1942 can not be 
predicted, but it is not impossible 
that one or more developments of 
decisive military importance will 
come out of the laboratory. 

Scientific researches aimed at 
discovering fundamentals rather 
than doing specific jobs are in the 
long run more fruitful of useful 
and practical results than directly 
applied researches not based on 
basic researches. For this reason, 
fundamental researches will be 
continued to the greatest extent 
possible under the conditions. 

Major advances in medicine may 
be expected. 

Gramicidin and penicillin, the 
one a chemical from soil bacilli, 
the other from a mold, are des- 
tined to play the conqueror’s role 
against man’s disease enemies, in 
the opinion of many scientists. 

They: may surpass the sulfa 
drugs whose life-saving achieve- 
ments have constituted one of the 
most striking medical and chemi- 
cal advances of all time. ° 

Gramicidin was discovered by 
Dr. Rene J. Dubos, of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
search. It is a chemical produced 
by bacteria that live in the soil 
which has the power to destroy 
other bacteria, including a large 
array of those that cause sick- 
ness. 

Empyema (tragic aftermath of 
War gassing among veterans of 
World War I), sinusitis, bladder 
infections, mastoid infections, boils 
and infections in wounds have al- 
ready been cured in short time by 
this new chemical. 

A rival to gramicidin and the 
sulfa drugs in the scientific race

to save lives and cure disease is 
penicillin, substance obtained from 
mold similar to that which grows 
on bread or cheese. The ability 
of penicillin to destroy bacteria 
was discovered by Prof. A. Flem- 
ing of St. Mary's Hospital, Lon- 
don, England. An Oxford Univer- 
sity research team under the di- 
rection of Prof. H. W. Florey ex- 
tracted the penicillin from the 
mold and found that it is “the most 
powerful germ-killer both inside 
and outside the human body, su- 
perior even to the latest drugs.” 
Important feature of penicillin 
is its safety. It is not only the 
strongest germ-killer yet found, 
but the safest, killing the disease 
germs inside the human body 
without harming the body itself. 
Keep your eye on the progress 
that is made in the use of ele- 
ments made artificially radioactive 
and radiations from the cyclotron. 
They will be used both in the 
treatment of disease and in the 
exploration of the cause of dis- 


ease that may lead to new treat- 


ments. Cancer is one of the dis- 
eases that may be brought closer 
to control.

The study of 
typhus fever is expected to be aid- 
ed by the discovery of a new ex- 
perimental host for this disease.

*breeds the conditions that aid its 


spread. There may be_ dangerous 
spread of typhus and other epi- 
demics in Europe. 


Mass production of airplanes 
will increase enormously, especial- 
ly of the smaller fighter and pur- 
suit planes. Even the huge bomb- 
ers and flying fortresses will have 
many parts, particularly the en- 
gines, constructed on a mass basis. 

Arc welding will be used more 
extensively in building ships. The 
plates are welded butt to butt. In 
contrast to the older riveting, the 
weight of the usual overlapping is 
saved as well as the weight of the 
rivets and of the strengthening 
pieces often required. The total 


saving of weight is about 13 per 
cent. The welds are said to be 
stronger than the plates them- 
selves, so that the hull ep 
practically one piece. Time is

The now perfected process of 
aluminum welding will be increas- 
ingly used in airplane construc- 
tion. Here, not only is weight 
saved, but the smoother plane of- 
fers less resistance to the air. 

Welded stainless steel is a pos-

‘explored. The steel is far stronger 


than aluminum and the welded 
steel plane may be even lighter 
than the aluminum welded plane. 

Frequency modulation (FM) will 
more and more replace amplitude 
modulation (AM). for radio com- 
munications in the military serv- 
ices and by the telegraph com- 
panies in sending simultaneous 
messages over one wire, On ac- 
count of its greater freedom from 
outside disturbances and higher 
fidelity. More FM broadcasting 
stations will doubtless go on the 
air, but since special receivers are 
required to pick up the programs 
and the construction of such re- 
ceivers uses up vital war materials, 
it is unlikely that there will be 
any great increase in their num- 
bers until the war is over. And 
with higher war taxes, few people 
will be able to afford them. 

It is unfortunate that the change 
over has not already been made, 
for FM broadcasting is ideal for 
wartime. FM stations do not have 
to be shut down during an air raid. 
On account of their short range 
and high frequency, they cannot 
guide enemy planes to the places 
where they are located. Possibly 
government transmitting and re- 
ceiving stations will be established 
for giving alarms and disseminat- 
ing news at such times, 

We should witness a great up- 
swing of the low temperature in- 
dustry, the application of temper- 
atures below that of liquid air 
(About 340 degrees below the 
Fahrenheit zero) to the recovery 
and utilization of waste gases of 
the petroleum and steel industries.

HAVE seen them in some cities 
and I understand they are pretty 
widely distributed. They are 
machines to which you go up and 
deposit 10 cents in a slot and re- 
ceive the machine’s record of your 
blood pressure and pulse rate. 

This is a machine age and the 
American people have always be- 
lieved in machines—maybe a little 
too much. But allow me to say 
that if there is anything on éarth 
that you don’t want a machine for, 
it is to find out the state of your 
heart. You need another human 
being who has a heart himself and 
who knows a lot about 10,000 other 
people’s hearts. 

To try to analyze any benefit 
you might obtain from this ma- 
chine, let us say that in the first 
place a record of your blood pres- 
sure and pulsé rate taken with 
about 20 curious eyes on you 
doesn’t mean anything whatever. 
In the second place, a knowledge 
of your blood pressure and pulse 
rate alone, even if there are no 
eyes on you, doesn’t mean anything 
whatever; or at least it means so 
little as to be negligible.

THE MACHINE IN question, ac- 

cording to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
has been fixed so that it will not 
give a blood pressure higher than 
200 in order not to frighten any- 
one (in other words so you won't 
get an even break), so you don’t 
even get as much truth with one 
of these machines ag medical sci- 
ence could tell you, 
_ There is no limit to the dangers 
which are inherent in this kind of 
gadget. Suppose that just the min- 
ute you got your arm in the strap 
a gal came along “and your heart 
stood still.” Your reading would 
be triple zero. You would be so 
worried about the report of Dr. 
Machine that you probably would 
miss a good opportunity and so 
would the girl. It might ruin two 
lives completely and forever. It 
isn’t impossible, because there is 
nothing that affects the pulse rate 
and blood pressure more quickly 
than emotion.

I DO NOT BELIEVE the public 
will be taken in by this new short 


cut to diagnosis. I believe they 
.understand that the trained hu- 
man brain has to go along with 
the machinery of modern medicine 
in order to make reports intelligi- 
ble. I believe they know it is 
very easy to frighten the timid 
ones about blood pressure and 
pulse rate. 

Just in case somebody tells you 
about his blood pressure and ‘his 
pulse rate in the near future and 
you should ask where this infor- 
mation came from, don’t forget 
that if he says he knows it is reli- 
able because it is done by a ma- 
chine made to do that, it is prob- 
ably far less reliable than if he 
had a little 5-year-old child guess 
at what they were, typed the rates 
on a slip of paper and gave them 
to him. 

Machinery has a place in medi- 
cine and physicians learn an enor 
mous amount from different ma- 
chines, but in so complicated a 
thing as human life and human 
activity, what a machine says 
about one human being has to be 
interpreted by another human be- 


ing.
